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We drove to Newmarket 
from Toronto on Sunday after- 
noon. North of Thornhill, the 
highway became icy and the 
car developed an uneasy mo- 
tion, as if it were attempting to 
go all directions at once. 

Traffic moved slowly, the 
drivers hunched over the steer- 
ing wheels peering intently in- 
to the rain. Traffic bunched 
on the hills as car wheels lost 
traction near the crests. On 
the level spots, the cars spaced 
out again: no driver wanted to 
be too near another car. 

A truck passed us just north 
of Richmond Hill and con- 
tinued down the centre of the 
highway to pass the car ahead 
of us, a new grey coach. As 
the truck approached the 
coach, the latter's rear end 
skidded into its path. The 
truck hit the trunk and then 
both vehicles began to skid, the 
car to the right hand side of 

the road, the truck to the left. 

They were like partners in a 
minuet. Both vehicles seemed 
to move slowly and to pace at 
each other in the arcs of their 
skids. The truck hit a wooden 
fence which crumpled as if it 
had been made of match sticks. 
The sudden smashing of the 
fence was the only suggestion 
of violence about the accident. 
The movement of both car and 
truck on the icy road, and the 
inevitability of their skidding 
course had a dream-like qual- 
ity, so different from the vio- 
lence we associate with motor 
accidents. 

No one was hurt and the 
only damage appeared to be to 
the rear end of the car and to 
the roadside fence When we 
eased past them, the drivers 
were exchanging license num- 
bers. 



The traffic thinned as we 
nearcd Bond Lake and the 
hills became increasingly diffi- 
cult to climb as the rear wheels 
spun on the ice. Skid marks 

showed where cars had slid 
helplessly across the highway. 
We saw no serious accidents 
but passed several ditched cars. 
Beyond Bond Lake it was nec- 
essary to drive with the right 
hand wheels on the gravelly 
shoulder of the highway to 
maintain enough traction to 
keep the car moving. 

'We don't know if the shoul- 
ders on Highway 11 were level- 
led expressly for this purpose — 
probably it was for easier snow 
removal — but we suggest the 
same wide shoulders for all 
hard-surfaced highways. The 
rough gravel surface gave the 
only purchase for the car 
wheels as the highway became 

roated with ice and so slippery 

that where the road had a high 
crown (which is frequent on 
No. 11) cars slid helplessly to 
the side of the road. 



North of Aurora, the road 
appeared more slippery than 
ever but with a smattering of 
snow on it Eagle St. had its 
quota of cars trying to climb 
the hills with rear wheels 
spinning on the ice. Newmar- 
ket was worst of all and we 
had to use the back streets to 
get by the Main St hill even 
though a sander had passed 
through. Never was our gar- 
age a more pleasant sight even 
though we had to park on the 
street while we spread the con- 
tents of the ash can up the 
drivewav before we could get 
into it.

Farm Prices and Subsidies

The Ontario Federation of agriculture passed a 
resolution last week supporting floor prices with, ac- 
cording to the press report, a single dissenting voice, 
that of Mr. II. S. Arkell. The former dominion live- 
stock commissioner said that floor prices were at the 
best, temporary expedients; that in the end, farm prices 
must fall to the level offered on world markets. 

Mr. Arkell is quoted: "We are trying to trade on 
the world level and live on a dollar level, and it can't 
go on indefinitely." His statement echoes that of 
Mr. Ernest C. Drury, leader of U.F.O. and premier of 
Ontario 1919-23, which was quoted in this column last 
week. Mr. Drury argued that the fanner must reduce 
his costs so he can profitably sell at world market 

prices. 

Our comment on Mr. Drury's statement, that 

major farm costs are beyond the individual farmer's 
power to reduce, is applicable to Mr. ArkelFs state- 
ment. The reason farmers live on the dollar level is 
that fixed costs like feed and implements are dollar 
costs. Sooner or later, they must come down but until 
they do, the farmer needs the assistance of support 

prices. 

The complexities of present-day living are such that 
no man, particularly the farmer, can be certain of 
security through his own efforts. All governments 
recognize this in varying degrees by payments of pen- 
sions, allowances, subsidies It is not a situation which 
is encouraging but it exists and there is nothing which 
will immediately change that fact. 

The danger of subsidies is that once having been 
paid, a demand is created for their continued payment. 
It is easier to demand a subsidy than it is to make the 
adjustments necessary for competitive marketing. Like 
all other manifestations of paternalism, once a prec- 
dent is established, it quickly becomes a lever by which 
to piy loose further benefits which would be better 
provided by individual effort. 

But unless men like Messrs. Arkell and Drury 
continue to speak out the expedients, and subsidies 
can never be anything else but, are likely to become 
fixtures and demanded as a right.

Windstorm Points A Moral

High speed elements and all the other gadgets uf 
a modern electric stove were not enough to fry an 
egg Saturday morning. Nor for that matter, could 
any electric power be used, whether it was for a 
curling iron or a valve grinder. The wind storm knocked 
out^the feeder lines into Newmarket and the power 
was off for some time. 

The circumstance points «i moral. The more we 
indulge ourselves in the benefits of our high standard 
of living, the more we become dependent upon other 
Iieoplc and other agencies. The more dependent we 
become the more vulnerable we become. A windstorm 
puts Us out of business. 

To carry it~a step, further: our dependence upon 
electric power led us to forfeit one of our dearest 
rights, the sanctity of our homes, ami most of us 
weren't even aware of the fact. During the power 
emergency last year, power inspectors had. the right 
to invade our homes without warrant to see if we were 
using hot water heaters and if so, to hale us into court. 

Goodness knows we cannot return to the old days 
of self-sufficiency, but windstorms do suggest that 
we take stock of the direction in which wo are travel- 
ling. The next emergency may find lis cheerfully 
forfeiting even greater rights without knowing iU~ 
until too late. -

A traffic safely campaign under the sponsorship 
of the Newmarket Lions club will open on January 23, 
Chairman of the program is Mr. J. 0. Mines who la 
assisted in its presentation by County Constable Jack 
Lawrence. Objective of the campaign is to make New- 
market - citizens safety conscious. 

An effort to initiate "safety patrols" in the schools 
is part of the program. Regular visitors to Toronto 
and its suburbs during the week will bo familiar with 
these "safely patrols". They requiro the services of 
a senior boy at each school crossing who, equipped with 
warning signs and other ensignn, acts as a traffic 
officer. There are many corners in Newmarket whole 
such a practice might be feasible and it is to bo hoped 
that the school board, when approached, will give * 
consideration to the project, 

A Traffic Safety Week nerves a very real pur- 
pose of reminding pedestrians and drivers of the etc- 
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mentary rules of traffic safety, rules so easily for- 
gotten as the daily toll of accidents indicates. As Mr. 
Hines points out, there is a tendency to ignore stop 
streets in Newmarket unless a policeman is obviously 
watching. There is, too, a tendency to drive rather fast- 
er than lawful on Newmarket streets. These are matters 
which only the drivers can properly regulate themselves. 
If a Traffic Safety Week will recall a sense of personal 

responsibility to drivers, it will serve a most useful 
purpose. „ .

The Newmarket library board has been asked 
to consider the possibilities of constructing a now lib- 
rary building as an alternative to its proposal to council 
to purchase the Webb home on Main St. Reeve Arthur 
Evans' comment to this suggestion is pertinent: "We 
would like to see the library in our day." Decisions 
to build have been shelved before. 

The question of whether to build or to buy is part 
of the larger question of town planning. A new library 
is not the only municipal facility which is urgently 
required. A new fire hall is needed; so are new mun- 
icipal chambers, improved quarters for the county court 
and the police. To build the one without consideration 
of the others is not sensible. A building program, well 
defined for years ahead, is necessary if" Newmarket 
is to build cheaply and practically. 

Are the municipal facilities Newmarket requires 
to be placed in one building? If so, where? Will the 
present market hall do? Is it the only choice? Would 
it be more advantageous to place the buildings about 
the town? How will the choice of sites affect, the 
growth of Newmarket? What is to be done with the 
present municipal buildings? How much can New- 
market set aside each year for building? These ques- 
tions all have a bearing on any proposal to build a 
new. library building. They can be answered by using 
the excellent advisory services which are available. 

The need for new municipal buildings has been 
with us for some time, and the questions raised in their 
consideration could have been answered years ago, but 
councils of the past have studiously avoided any sug- 
gestion of a well defined program in favor oi 1 a policy 
of expediency. If the library board should favor 
construction of a new library building, the board risks 
• not only the delays caused by red tape but the inevit- 
able delay while council fits a library in with other 
municipal requirements. If the board affirms its de- 
cision to buy the Webb house, the board risks expendi- 
ture of funds which might have gone further if con- 
tributed towards a centra] municipal building which 
included a library. 

It would certainly be more to the town's advan- 
tage if the Webb house purchase were delayed in 
favor of a planned program of municipal construction 
which would include library facilities but councils of 
the past have shown little disposition towards such 
planning, and the purchase of the Webb house can bo 
undertaken within a reasonable length of time. Unless 
the council shows some indication of an early attention 
to planning a municipal building program, the library 
board lias really little choice if it is to have a "library 
in our dnv" other than to press for the purchase of 
the Webb house. -

You and the 
majority of people may never 
have seen more than the covers 
of these, but It's the moronic 
minority who do read them and 
don't say the printed word plus 
illustrations hasn't any influence 
on human actions. The impact of 
this type of obscene, perverted 
nnd brutalizing propaganda on 
young minds is evidenced daily 
in our newspapers. True, it may 
not affect your child who is men- 
tally well-balanced, but just re- 



There arc good 
children's magazines on the mar- 
ket. If you assist him in enjoy- 
ing good magazines by your In- 
terest nnd comments he will 
soon gain a sense of critical dis- 
crimination himself.

Mr. Marsh's career in the Hank of 
Toronto, which commenced with his 
appointment in 1921 as Western 
Stijierintcutlent, was one of steady 
progress, and culminated with his 
anointment as IVcst'dent on February 
I, 19-12 and ns Chairman of the Board 
on January 21, 1918.
